New Yoxrx, Sept. 20.—The startling 
news of the massing of an immense 
Ruesian army on the frontiers of 
Prussia is conveyed this morning in a special 


dispatch from a London correspondent. It is 
stated in adaifion, that the Russian Mimister 
at the Court of Berlia has been instructed to 
demard of Prussiaa fall and categorical ex- 
planation of her purposes and policy in con- 
tisuing the war with France. There is great 
unessivess, both In Berlin and London. A 
Cabinet meeting in the latter capital, which 
was to have been held on Friday, has been 
called for to-day in consequence of the 
urgent dispatches from Lord Lyons, British 
Minister at Tours, who beseeches England to 
interfere and compel a peace before all 
Europe is set in flames. 


FROM ENGLAND. 
Occupation of 

Loxvon, Sept. 29.—The french garrison of 
Strasbourg has been removed to Rastadt as 
provers of war. The Prussians have al- 
ready occupied the town. The citadel and 
bridge to Kehl have been restored. At nine 
_ O’cleck the Mayor andvtunicipal authorities 
_ Of Strasbourg proceeded to Manheim; at 
half-pasi ten the garrison laid down their 
arms, and at eleven o’clock the Prussians, to- 
gether with the Baden troops, had occupied 
all the public placea and buildings. The 
Prustian Generals are to formally enter the 
eity today. Three batteries have been es- 
tablished at the Place de Kleber. 

Bavaria.

The Times has the following special: Oa 
Tuesday last, the 17th tmst., the French made 
another sortie from Metz. The forces con- 
sisted of cavalry and artillery, and were pro- 
teeted by the guns of Fort Quentin and Bal- 
tes, The French advasced to Aisle Lucux, 
where the Prussians were encountered. An- 
other severe coflict ensued which resulted in 
the defeat of the French, though they carried 
off their wounded, dead, and ali the Prussian 
prisoners captured. The village was burned 
by the shells. 

The. siege guus lately in position before 
Strasbourg are being burried forward to 
Paris. Some of them have already arrived. 
The Pruseian cavalry has also gone forward 
from Strasbourg. 

Prussian Headquarters Around Paris.

THE KANSAS FRAUD. 

The luternal Reyenue Bureau has received 
(official reports from District Attorney Harlan 
and Collector Anthony, of Kansaa, relative to 
the arrest of John Speer, ex-Uoliector for 
that State, and of John Van Horn and W. W. 
Berrick, bis deputy collectors, on the chargé 
of conspiracy to defraud the revenue and - for 
the embezzlement of Government money. 
Speer was removed from office in 1966, 
Toe Revenue bureau obtained evidence 
some months since that led it to 
eurpect that Speer bad not conducted his 
office properly, apd therefore ordered a rigid 
and searching investigation to be made. It 
has becn ope of @ difficult charrcter, embrac- 
ing the examination of persons and papers io 
every rection of the State, the order having 
been to leave vo stone unturnedin connec 
tiov with the matter. On Tuesday, Septem- 
ber 20th, this investigation was concluded, 
and it showed the amount of Speer’s deficit 
to be about $100,000. In accordance with the 
instructions irom the Commissioner, Collector 
Anthony ertered a complaint against Speer, 
Van Horn and Barrick on the charges stated, 
and they were accordingly arrested. As they 
have failed to give bail for their appearance 
in the required scum, $35,000, they have been 
committed to jail to await their trial,

The Foreign Prospect. 

The dispatches are filled every day with 
vague rumors about the rising of the 
French people, and predictions of the ex- 
pulsion of the invader by a sort of popular 
ipundation are curiously plentiful and 
wild. Qn the other hand, Strasbourg ca- 
pitulated and the surrender of Bazarng a 
question of tame to be postponed but not 
averted, there is a strong impulse on the 
part of the partisans of Prussia to rush to 
the conclusion that the struggle is at an 
end. France has staked her all, and, now 
that the last throw has been unfortunate, 
will she not rise from the table and quit 
the game like a player who, cursing his 
losses, departa, admitting that the dice are 
loaded against him? Or, waiting a moment 
to recover her stiength, will she return to 
the struggle like a gamester who lays down 
the dice-box only long enough to replenish 
his purse? Wedo not know which will 
be the course pursued. The slightest push 
—ea word from a popular leader or a street 
tumult—may impel events either way; 
and, if we regard the consequences ot the 
second. course rather than those of the 
first, it is mot because the second seems the 
more probable, but because there is an in- 
clination to conclude without due t 
that the dazzling successes of the 
arms must convince all France that re- 
sistanc® is hopeless. The renewal of the 
war in any but a desultory fashion is ex- 
ceedingly uncertain; but we may be sure 
that, if renewed at all, it will be waged on 
different battle-fields, withdifferent tactics, 
different commanders, probably under“a 
different government, and certainly at the 
bidding of different motives. The war, if 
renewed, will naturally be waged in the 
south and west, in the neighborhood of 
Lyons and the great seaport towns, instead 
ot the north and east. To the army of 
Lyons, if such an army exists, and iit is 
not one out of many patriotic figments, we 
shall look for action. The outlying prov- 
inceg, hitherto quiescent, will perhaps 
wake up into activity; and conforming to 
the altered circumstances, the Prussians 
will, perbaps, have to break up their large

never before witnessed. It will not do, 
while the world stands awe-struck before 
the grim records of the war between 
ag | France and Prussia, to repeat the hack- 
neyed bulletins with regard to the designs 
of either of these countries for territorial 
aggrandizement, at the expense of the oth- 
er, as the causes which have led to the con- 
flict, much less the paltry influence of the 
wish of Spain for a German Prince to 
wear the cast-off crown of Isabella. Such 
considerations tall to infinite depths ot con- 
tempt when compared with results which 
are being developed, or withevents which 
are casting gigantic shadows athwart the 
earth and sky.

The ‘War on Noncombatants. 

Now that Strasbourg has fallen, it is 
proper to look back over the siege and in- 
quire whether the events which led to the 
capture were such as commend them- 
selves to Christian saaction and sustain 
the claim set up for German superiority 
im culture and morals. From the. begin- 
ning of the war to the present moment 
the Prussians have’ plumed themselves 
upon the possession of moral qualities 
which restrained them from aught with 
which a natien with humane instincts 
could be reproached. Waras practiced by 
them was to be an affair of courtesy and 
etiquette, of torbearance and forgiveness. 
They loved the French people, thotgh 
they hated the French Emperor, and the 
peaceful population would be perfectly 
safe in their hands it they would but bring 
in supplies and refrain trom oyert acts ot 
enmity. But .has_ their performance 
equaled their profession? We put forced 
contributions and exbaustive requisitions 
on one side, as in some measure excusable 
on the plea of necessity. But we cannot find 
a pretext for the temper with which the 
siege of Strasbourg was conducted. The 
detenders of the beleagured city showed a 
spirit which makes them worthy of their 
bravest foemen. Hemmed in on every 
side, badly provisioned from the com- 
mencement, and reduced to almost 
the last extremity. of famine, they 
held out persistently, the commander 
declaring that he would not capitulate so 
long as the place was tenable. With all 
their advantages of position and resources 
the Prussians had no hope of carrying the 
tortifications, and they confessed that they 
could not afford the time that a continued 
investment would require, Hence they 
strove to make suffering within do the 
work of violence trom without. They bom- 
barded the pacific portions of the town, 
compelling the inhabitants to take refuge 
in their cellars, and even in their sewers, 
in order to escape the shower of shot and 
shell which the besiegere poured in. By 
this process it was hoped that the non- 
military inhabitants might be induced to 
clamor for a surrender if they were sub- 
jected to unendurable privations, and that 
thus the military authorities would be 
constrained to take a step which their ad- 
versaries were otherwise powerless to 
compel. The issue was as expected. But 
we cannot conceive that such expedients 
‘will be acceptable even to those in whose 
eyes the Prussians can scarcely do wrong.

Although the visitors are numer- 
ous, yet their presence does not fail to give 
life to the devastated field. They wander 
about, maintaining a religious silence, and 
communiesting their impression to one an- 
other with bated breath. They are, how- 
ever, eager wm «CéCéellecting souvenirs 
of the great struggle, conn taking a saber, 
others a met, —- a haversack; in- 
eed, there wasa large company from Brus- 
sels, each provided with a relic of this kin 
one leading a horse which a French officer ba 
preseated to bim. As tothe peasantry, they 
dare not touch apy of these spoils, as they are 
airsid to become objects of the terrible disci- 
line of the Prussians. Pe of them who 
ad been taken with arms in their hands, when 
the Pruseiacs captured villages after a desper- 
ate resistance, were either sbot or hung the 
following day. At one place no less than 300 
were suspended by the neck from trees. Sev- 
eral citizens of Sedan bave been more or 
less injured during the action, and if the 
bombardment had taken place, very few of 
them would have esca As soon as the 
capitulation was decided upon, the military 
chests of the different corpse d’armee were 
divided. Several Generals and superior offi- 
cers retired with large sums, ove Colonel 
bavirg got no less than 30,000 france in gold. 
Just before the entrauce of the Prussians ali 
the rotes of the bravch cof the Bank of 
France were by authcrity ordered to be 
burned. The German:, however, made some 
good prizes as, for jnetarce, on the eve of the 
surrevder a convoy of 80, 000 rations intended 
fox the French army fell foto their bands. 
Notwiibsiaxding the continual removal of 
wounded, there wore two days ago 300 at 
Sedan without the slightest helo of any kind.
